POLICE CRITICISE CALLERS WHO MAKE NON-URGENT 999 CALLS 


A 999 call from a woman who 
contacted police because 
she had run out of phone 
credit has been highlighted 
as one of the inappropriate 
uses of Northamptonshire 
Police’s emergency telephone 
number. 

Throughout Monday of this 
week, the county’s police 
force tweeted details of the 
wide variety of calls the con¬ 
trol room, based in Wootton 
Hall, received from members 
of the public. 

One of the incidents includ- 
ed a call from a woman who 
had rung police because she 
had no credit on her phone. 

Other inappropriate calls 
included someone who di¬ 
alled 999 to say she had been 
receiving morse code down 
her phone and another per¬ 
son who rang to report the 
theft of a dog that happened 
a month ago. 


Chief Inspector Fay Ten- 
net, who manages the control 
room, said people needed to 
make sure they only called the 
999 number if it is an emer¬ 
gency. 

She said: “People should 
use the 101 number to report 
crimes that are historic. The 
999 call is for what is happen¬ 
ing now. 

“People need to think about 
their call and decide if they 
need an officer to attend in 
a police car using blues and 
twos. 

“We want to make sure we 
give every incident the appro¬ 
priate response.” 

Ms Tennet said there were 
150 staff in the control room, 
working different shifts over a 
24 hour period, and they took 
an average of 1,000 phone calls 
a day. 

The busiest part of the day 
was from 2pm to midnight and 
the busiest days of the week 
were Friday or Saturday.

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Traders urge town 
roads safety review 


Business leaders believe it is 
only a matter of time before a 
pedestrian is seriously hurt, 
after two crashes on the 
roads outside North Gate bus 
station in the space of a week. 
Sheep Street and the Drapery 
were cordoned off for more 
than an hour on Saturday, 
August 23 when two buses, a 
van and a taxi were involved 
in a collision. Although no¬ 
body was seriously injured in 
the incident, the driver of the 
Bounds taxi had to be cut out 
of the light blue Toyota Prius, 
which was badly damaged. 

The incident came little 
more than a week after sev¬ 
eral passengers were treated 
by paramedics when a car and 
a number 16 Stagecoach bus 
collided in Sheep Street. The 
driver of the car was taken to 
hospital. 

Raymond Everall, who 
runs a hairdressers in the area 
around the bus station, called 
for a 5 mph speed limit to be 
introduced on the surround¬ 
ing roads before the station 
was built and this week he re¬ 
iterated that plea. 

“Bus drivers are often 
beeping at people because 
they are in the way,” he said. 

“Aren’t we building up to 
a pedestrian incident round 
here?” 

Mr Everall, who has run 
firms in the town for 40 years, 
said he chaired a scrutiny re¬ 
view into ways of increasing 
footfall on the Market Square 
last year, prior to the bus sta¬ 
tion opening. The document, 
which involved consultations 
with a number of businesses 
in the area, proposed that a 
5 mph limit be introduced, 
however the measure was not 
adopted. 

The county council said 
the minimum limit it could 
impose on a highway was 20 
mph. But Mr Everall believes 
curbing speed in any way 
would improve safety. 

He also pressed the bor¬ 
ough council to install perma¬ 
nent barriers in Sheep Street 
as an extra measure in keeping 
the public safe. 

He said: “The trouble is 
people are still using the 
former zebra crossing in the 
same way, even though there 
is a pelican crossing there 
now. They are not waiting for 
the lights. People are often in 
the road when they shouldn’t 
be. But the 5 mph speed limit 
would calm everything down 
and give drivers more time to 
react.”

Retired Abington resident 
Norman Sharp, who cam¬ 
paigned vociferously against 
the design of the bus station 
site before it opened, said ac¬ 
cidents were “always going to 
happen” with the capacity of 
Bradshaw Street and Sheep 
Street at stretching point. 

He claims to have counted 
80 buses leaving the station in 
the space of an hour and be¬ 
lieves the drivers are operat¬ 
ing “under duress” as a result 
of often having to queue on 
entering and exiting the site. 
The Bradshaw Street exit is 
further strained by those exit¬ 
ing the Radisson-owned Park 
Inn Hotel and delivery lorries 
to nearby shops. 

“That was two accidents 
in a week,” Mr Sharp said. 
“It’s lucky no one has been se¬ 
riously hurt. The safety prob¬ 
lem you have is that there are

too many buses operating in 
too small an area.” 

Craig Fitzhugh, managing 
director of Excel Insurance, 
opposite the pedestrian en¬ 
trance to the bus station in 
Bradshaw Street, said more 
needs to be done to ensure 


Bus passengers travelling in the 
Drapery will soon be able to avoid 
the rain as well as keeping their 
eyes on a live departure board, 
thanks to a clever idea at a recently- 
opened cafe. 

The No. 48 Cafe in the Drapery 
opened at the start of August 
thanks to a £24,000 grant from the 
borough council’s Busness Incen¬ 
tive Scheme. 

In addition to selling lunches, 
snacks and hot drinks, the new cafe 
is set to have a screen installed that 
will be linked directly to the North 
Gate Bus Station, so customers will 
be able to see the bus arrival and 
departure information. 

Mark Walters, proprietor of 
Leopold’s Belgian Chocolates and 


pedestrians use the pelican 
crossings to cross the road as 
he hears a bus horn sound ‘20 
times a day’. “Someone’s going 
to get hurt,” he said: “I’ve been 
here since 2000 and it’s abso¬ 
lute chaos compared to when 
I first moved here.” 


Coffee House, is the owner of the 
new No.48 Cafe. 

He said the screens were set to 
come in this week. 

“The idea is that the cafe is a place 
where people can sit and have a 
coffee and a chat in the dry and they 
can keep their eye on the digital 
boards to see when they’ve got to 
go.” 

While the cafe will help to prevent 
some customers from standing out 
in the cold in the Drapery during the 
winter, Abington resident, Norman 
Sharp, is keen to see the borough 
council deliver on its promise to 
install heating in the North Gate bus 
depot building in time for autumn. 
“It needs to be done soon,” he said. 
“Winter will be here within weeks.”

Northampton 

New headstone for 
Caroline Chisholm 


A group has launched a fund¬ 
raising campaign to refurbish 
the grave of historical North¬ 
ampton heroine, Caroline 
Chisholm. 

The Friends of Caroline 
Chisholm have removed the 
tombstone of Caroline and 
Archibald Chisholm from 
their grave in Billing Road 
Cemetery, in Northampton, 
after it fell into disrepair. 

It is now undergoing a 
12-week refurbishment, but 
the Australia-based group is 
appealing for funds to help pay 
for further repairs. 

Dr Carole Walker, who 
helped organise the refur¬ 
bishment and has written 


several books on Caroline 
Chisholm, who is recognised 
by the Church of England as 
a saint, said: “Friends of Caro¬ 
line Chisholm in Australia, 
where Caroline is very well 
known, have raised a signifi¬ 
cant amount towards the costs 
and I would be most grateful 
if anyone who admires her as 
much as we do, would make a 
donation.” 

Caroline was born in 
Northampton and played a 
crucial role in improving the 
welfare of female Australian 
immigrants during the first 
half of the 19th century. 

After marrying her hus¬ 
band, Archibald, at the Church 
of the Holy Sepulchre in Sheep 


Street, Northampton, in 1930, 
the pair moved to India. 

Archibald was stationed 
with the East India Company 
Army there, and Caroline soon 
opened a school for girls living 
in the barracks. 

They then moved to Aus¬ 
tralia where Caroline became 
horrified by the poverty and 
conditions suffered by women 
who had emigrated to the Brit¬ 
ish colony via Sydney. 

She opened several homes 
to accommodate the young 
women and helped more than 
11,000 people find homes and 
jobs. 

Caroline Chisholm has 
many memorials dedicated 
to her across Australia.

X-ray images speed 
up with new systems 



A new X-ray system at Northampton General Hospital will allow faster and 
more efficient diagnosis 


Patients at Northampton Gen¬ 
eral Hospital (NGH) will have 
the chance to benefit from 
faster turnaround times on 
X-ray tests as a new computer 
system is introduced to 
deliver scans to doctors in 
other parts of the hospital. 

The new system, which will be 
rolled out during the next 12 
months, means doctors will be 
able to see diagnostic images 
of patients almost as soon as 
they are produced. 

With the system being in¬ 
troduced across seven East 
Midlands hospitals, it will al¬ 
so mean that doctors can call 
in specialist opinions on the 
images from colleagues at oth¬ 
er sites. 

Seven NHS trusts in the 
consortium - Northampton 
General Hospital, Kettering 
General Hospital, Notting¬ 
ham University Hospitals, 
Chesterfield Royal Hospital, 
Leicester Royal Infirmary, 
Sherwood Forest Hospitals 


and United Lincolnshire Hos¬ 
pitals - will be sharing the 
cost of the new system be¬ 
tween them. 

The trusts are set to sign 
a deal with GE Healthcare to 
supply a Cloud-based system 
that allows doctors to view and 
discuss images live’, without 
needing significant new soft¬ 
ware installed on their net¬ 
works. 

Dr Richard Jones, con¬ 


sultant radiologist at NGH, 
who worked as part of the con¬ 
sortium’s clinical team, said: 
“Radiology systems have de¬ 
veloped hugely in recent 
years. 

“The ability to review 
radiology images and re¬ 
ports is now a crucial 
part of many clinical path¬ 
ways, which increasingly 
involve multiple hospital lo¬ 
cations, 24/7.”

David Coleman, aged 57, 
swam across the Alderney 
Race, which is infamous for 
its strong tidal currents, to 
reach the Continent from 
Alderney in six hours and 
23 minutes. 

Nowthrilled at his achieve¬ 
ment, the Maidwell Hall 
School history teacher said 
he had earlier been distraught 
when, only 100 metres from 
the French coast and almost 
depleted, an undertow took 
him back out to sea, making 
his task even tougher. 

He said: “After six hours it 
was an awful feeling to sud¬ 
denly see the support kayak 
going sideways. 

“I asked what was going on 
and he shouted back that the 
tide had changed and we were 
being pushed back out to sea.” 

The extra inconvenience 


added about 20 weary min¬ 
utes to his mammoth swim, 
but the New Zealander said he 
was thrilled with his achieve¬ 


ment, particularly as some Al¬ 
derney islanders thought he 
would not make it. 

The Loddington resident, 


who practices in the Riv¬ 
er Nene, near Oundle, said: 
“They were shaking my hand 
in the street the next day and 


telling me how amazing it was. 

“Beforehand many of 
them, knowing how danger¬ 
ous the Race is, said it was im¬ 
possible. 

“I don’t like to hear nega¬ 
tives though. I had to ignore 
them or else I never would 
have made it.” 

Mr Coleman’s latest cross- 
Channel swim, his fourth and, 
he says, his last, follows his 
swim from Jersey in 2013. 

This time he had to swim 
as hard as he could for the full 
distance to keep on course 
and said he passed the time 
by counting his strokes - 58 
to 60 a minute - as he knew 
every 3,600th stroke was his 
hourly break, although he 
was only permitted to tread 
water. 

He said: “Swimming the 
Channel is a mental thing 
more than a physical trial. 

“You can’t really practice 
for the conditions anywhere, 
you j ust have to mentally force 
yourself to go on.” 


THE number of smokers in 
Northamptonshire has de¬ 
creased by two per cent in 
12 months, latest statistics 
have revealed.

Increas¬ 
ing wellbeing and mak¬ 
ing sure residents feel in 
charge of their lives are 
now our main goals.”

A world famous graphic nov¬ 
elist says the “darkness” in his 
new film has been inspired by 
Northampton. 

Alan Moore, who lives in the 
town and has written comic

Club in Nighthampton, an al¬ 
ternate version of Northamp¬ 
ton.

He said: “I got the darkness 
from Northampton. In many 
ways this is an absolutely av¬ 
erage town. 

“It is right in the geographi¬ 
cal centre of the country and 
in many ways it is the political 
and economic centre of the 
country.

“This is more or less where 
the money runs out. 

“In every other sense this is 
a very unusual town. Most of 


the violence in British histo¬ 
ry, all of the big internal wars, 
have ended in Northampton¬ 
shire.” 

Mr Moore, who has fa¬ 
mously rebuffed any offers 
from Hollywood to write for 
the big screen, said the series 
of short films that made up 
The Show were “exactly the 
way” he wanted his writing to 
be presented. 

Talking to Channel 4 News, 
he said: “I am dead set against 
Hollywood adaptations that 
can only recycle what has al¬ 
ready been done or adapt 
things from media where 
they were never intended to 
be films.” 

The Show is being filmed in 
different locations in North¬ 
ampton, including the crypt 
in Delapre Abbey. 

The film features a range 
of diverse characters includ¬ 
ing burlesque dancers and 
clowns. The Working Men’s 
Club is used as a scene where 
the characters confront their 
demons and vices.

Councillor Gareth Eales wants traffic speed tests carried out on two busy 
roads in Spencer and St Janies. 


Call for 
tests 
after 
crashes 

Independent speed tests are 
to take place along a problem 
road in Northampton after 
recentcarcrashes. 

Labour Councillor Gareth 
Eales (Lab, Dallington Spen¬ 
cer) called for the action fol¬ 
lowing accidents in Spencer 
Bridge Road and Gladstone 
Road. 

The councillor requested 
independent speed tests in 
Spencer Bridge Road to as¬ 
certain the scale of the prob¬ 
lem, which has been agreed by 
Northamptonshire Highways. 

Councillor Eales said: “The 
view of residents is that vehi¬ 
cles speeding way in excess 
of the speed limit is a gener¬ 
al problem, this then exacer¬ 
bates another problem of an 
uneven road surface which 
generates noise and vibra¬ 
tion which then causes dis¬ 


turbance to residents. 

“The first step for me is to 
get Highways to collate the da¬ 
ta from the imminent speed 
survey and then proceed from 
there. But this is an issue I am 
taking seriously and I will in 
turn ensure the county coun¬ 
cil does.” 

Gladstone Road was also 
closed for a period two weeks 
ago following a three-car col¬ 
lision. 

Councillor Eales said: “I 
have long said that the road 
layout in Gladstone Road 
since 2011 is unsafe and there 
are regular near misses. The 


removal of the ‘rumble strip’ 
surface was only part of the 
campaign led by myself and 
the local residents association 
and one element of a wider set 
of safety concerns. However, 
we need to understand exactly 
what happened and what was 
the root cause of the accident 
before passingjudgement. 

“I have asked Highway’s of¬ 
ficers to work with the police 
to compile a report and upon 
receipt of this, any remedial 
action needed to ensure pub¬ 
lic safety will be pursued vig¬ 
orously by myself as the local 
councillor.”

Polish people in Northampton 
say they are eager to become 
part of the town’s community, 
but fear they are often seen as 
‘unapproachable’.

But they are aware their 
community remains a mys¬ 
tery to many local people. 

Anetta Bolechowska, 44, 
owner of Polish travel agen¬ 
cy, Anetta Travel, in Welling¬ 
borough Road, said: “Having 
spent 10 years in Northamp¬ 
ton I can honestly say this is 
my home now. I believe Poles 
might seem unapproachable 
due to the language barrier, 
however most speak fluent 
English nowadays. 

“Poles like to travel. I get 
a lot of mixed-nationality 
couples purchasing holidays 


through me. I think some 
Northampton people are 
afraid when it comes to buying 
their dream holiday through a 
Polish agency, although I sell 
holidays on behalf of British 
tour operators.” 


Magdalena Antonik, 36, 
owner of Elle Hair Salon, in 
Wellingborough Road, said: 
“All our marketing is in Eng¬ 
lish, but most of our custom¬ 
ers are still Polish, which we 
would like to see changing. 


“My team offers services 
for lower prices to adj ust our¬ 
selves to customers’ income 
and needs.” 

Dorota Skrzypek, 40, own¬ 
er of Chata Cottage Inn restau¬ 
rant, in St Giles Street, said: 


“Eighty per cent of our cus¬ 
tomers are English. People 
of Northampton want to dis¬ 
cover our tastes and culture. 
I am happy with what we have 
achieved. 

“I am thinking of develop¬ 
ing our business further but 
the situation, where some 
widely-known brands are 
closing their stores in the 
town centre, makes me con¬ 
sider opening a new business 
elsewhere”. 

Many young Polish adults 
who have finished school have 
decided to go to university be¬ 
cause higher education is seen 
as vital in their community. 

Martyna Gajewska, 19, a 
BTEC level 3 Foundation Di¬ 
ploma in Art&Design student 
at the University of Northamp¬ 
ton, said: “Northampton has 
broadened my horizons. The 
university has helpful tutors 
that have enabled me to pur¬ 
suit my dreams and evolve 
within art. 

“I have lived here for five 
years and I definitely feel a 
part of Northampton. I spend 
most of my free time with Eng¬ 


lish friends and I don’t feel 
discriminated against by lo¬ 
cal people because of my back¬ 
ground”. 

The Polish Church in 
Northampton has its own 
band that performs religious 
songs during every Sunday 
evening service. 

Luiza Wojno, 20, a mem¬ 
ber of the band, said: “ We are 
very privileged to have such a 
nice church in Northampton 
where we can regularly meet 
and consolidate our faith. This 
is highly important to us, as we 
come from a strongly Catholic 
country.” 

Natalia Chyrc, 20, a BA 
Tourism and Hospitality stu¬ 
dent at London Southbank 
University, who was raised 
in Northampton, decided to 
come straight back after her 
graduation earlier this sum¬ 
mer. 

She said: “ Although I knew 
Northampton would not give 
me as many job opportuni¬ 
ties as London, I came back 
because Northampton’s a 
quiet, pleasant town that has 
its charms.”

BMW gets aggressive makeover 


We’ve all been there; glancing 
in the mirror on the motorway 
to see a big German express 
a few menacing inches from 
our rear bumper.
